‘The statement published this week: 
{n connection with the formation of 
the China Development Finance 
Corporation shows ‘that the under- 
taking Is exclusively Chinese, and 
thereby puts at rest many ill-inform- 
ed rumours which have been  cur- 
Tent as to the manner certain finan- 
clal developments were to be con- 
trolied in the future. The new 
organization is in fact a bringing 
together of the principal Chinese 
financial {stitutions and some 
prominent individuals for the pur- 
ose of collaborating in private and 
public enterprises for the develop- 
ment of commerce and industry for 
which long term credits will be ne- 
‘essary, and in this connection the 
Corporation is particularly coneern- 
ed with large scale joint financing, 
‘and facilitating an ordered flow of 
capital into the work of China's 
reconstruction. While the under= 
taking is purely Chinese in character 
‘and control, it should be pointed out 
that it is not intended to limit fnan- 
celal operations solely to Chinese 
money. Working on the lines of 
usual @naneing houses the Corpora 
tion will seek to arrange for 
financing with Chinese or foreign 
money any enterprise which it may 
consider offers suitable opportunity 
for investment. Iis formation is to 
‘be welcomed for there has been a 
very apparent need in the past for 
some sort of organization which 
would permit of the possessor of 
money for investment being brought 
into close contact with those 
industrialists, ete, who could best 
make use of the facilities the investor 
has available. Vis-a-vis of the 
forelgner the Corporation offers a 
medium to foreign finance to 
co-operate with Chinese financiers in 
the assistance of Chinese enterprises. 
It Js still open to question whether, 
the state of the Chinese law being 
what it is, foreigners will be very 
eager to take advantage of what the 
Corporation has to offer, | though 
there is every possibility when the 
Government removes some of the 
Gisabllities under which foreign in- 
vestments in Chinese undertakings 
have had to labour, a readier supply 
of money will be forthcoming. At 
{he present moment it has to be 
noticed that the new Corporation 
does not assume anything in the 
ature of & political character, but 
being a purely business enterprise 
may have opportunities of serving 
industrial’ and commercial , China 
‘well as opportunity arises.

ADMIRAL TOGO 


‘The sincerest condolences will be 
extended to Japan on the loss of her 
great. son, Fleet Admiral Marquis 
Togo. The name of the Japanese Nel- 
son has been one to conjure with in 
naval circles since he proved his 
worth in the Russo-Japanese War 
‘when he secured victory for Japanese 
‘arms both at Port Arthur and later 
the battle of Tsushima. He was 
aman with that wonderful 
‘gift, which after all is the true source 
of genius, the capacity for taking 
pains in all that he did. The magnitude 
Of his services to the island Empire, 
the unassuming manner in which he 
accepted the honours conferred upon 
fnim by an Emperor who thus unerr- 
ingly interpreted the veneration in 
which he was held by the people. 
whom he had served so well, and in- 
deed his general worth made him a 
‘character capable of attracting not 
only the admiration of his own, 
‘ountrymen but of all able to realize 
the qualities which went to make up. 
so fine a character. There is som 
thing in the passing of this great mé 
which comes home to the average 
Briton very closely indeed.

Extremely serious charges were 
levelled “today against Chine in 
connection with opium trafle, by Bir. 
Stuart J. Fuller, American delegate 
to the Opium Advisory Commission, 
who was formerly U.S, Consul- 
General_in China. 

Mr, Fuller declared that, four 
years ago, opium production in 
‘China was'at Teast seven times that 
in the rest of the world together, 
‘and that it had increased greatly 
since then. Such extensive produc- 
tion wes an intolerable menace to the 
‘world, he added. 

‘Mr. Fuller suggested that the Chi- 
nese Government should permit a 
‘more complete report on the situa~ 
‘lon, particularly detailed informa- 
tion’ regarding provincial monopolies 
together with the revenues derived. 
trom them. 


China’s Reply 

May 20. 
A reply to the strictures of Mr. 
Fuller was made by Dr. Victor Hoo, 
Chinese Minister "to "Switzerland, 
when the Opium Adviscry  Com- 
mission reassembled to-day.

HOSPITAL NEEDS 
Moy 30. 

‘The occasion of the annual 
general meeting of the Lester 
Chinese Hospital affords an oppor- 
tunity of referring at some length 
to the excellent work which that 
old institution has been doing 
practically ever since the Inter- 
national Settlement of Shanghai 
was founded. Sir John Brenan in 
his speech referred to the manner 
in which the activities of the hos- 
pital have grown since its incep- 
tion, and a reference to the sxnual 
repork gives a wider idea of the 
enormous amount of work which 
4s being done in these present 
days. Figures in a hospital re- 
port mean so much, They are 
Positive in their nature, and open 
no road for invidious comparisons, 
are capable of no manipulation, 
but represent a straight tale of 
tasks performed, ‘That is the case 
with the figures of the Lester 
Chinese Hospital. For example 
158,219 persons availed themselves 
of the services of the out-patient 
department, or about 500 a day. 
Of these over 120,000 were men, 
the balance women and children. 
About three attempted suicides 
were handled and about thirty 
emergency cases were dealt with 
daily, while the daily average of 
chit and special cases dealt with in 
the same department amounted to 
no less than about forty-five. In 
the in-patient side of the hospital 
225 beds cared for 3,853 patients. 
‘The number of patient days 
totalled 72.672, amounting to 
about 200 years for one person, 
8,521 operations were performed, 
or about ten a day, 2,444 patients 
were examined by radiography, 
and the clinical laboratory made 
no Jess than 15,090 examinations 
exclusive of those carried out in 
the laboratories of the Henry 
Lester Institute. These are im- 
posing figures which become all 
the more impressive when it is 
realized how much work has to be 
done in each individual case. As 
the report itself says of the out- 
patient department:—"To see that 
each individual is duly registered, 
sent to the proper section, inter- 
viewed, examined and prescribed 
for, and the necessary medicines, 
dressings, minor operations, injec 
tions, ete., all seen to, is no small 
task. . . It is hardly to be wonder- 
ed at that our doctors and nurses 
have at times to strain to guard 
themselves from forgetting that 
each one who comes is an 
individual, with his own worries 
and woos, and requiring sympathy 
and help for his mind as well as 
medicine for his body.” 


‘This report is a standing monu- 
ment to the excellent work done. 
Unfortunately expenditure for the 
year under review exceeded 
income by no less a sum than 
$71,720.36. It is regrettable that 
this should be so and a perusal of 
some of the figures given seems 
to indicate that those making very 
considerable use of the facilities 
which the hospital provides do not 
in the donations they make reflect 
what should be a very proper 
gratitude. ‘Thus in the cait clinic 
Yeport a list of firms whose em- 
ployees have made more than Afty 
visits during the year is given, 
and on another page the con- 
tributions which they make to the 
institution, “It is to be presumed 
that the firms concerned pay for 
the treatment of the employees 
they send, but even: then some of 
the contributions are woefully low. 
The gifts of some firms appear to 
tun as high as $1 per nead 
of the visits made while one 
institution whose employees 
‘availed themselves of the clinic's 
services over a thousand times 
made a contribution of about 
Atteen cents a visit. It is, per- 
haps, not a particularly gracious 
act to criticize the amount an 
individual or a firm dispenses in 
charity: it would be a very im- 
proper thing for the hospital au- 
thorities to do, but it does fall 
within the province of an outside 
observer to suggest that some of 




















those who only too willingly avail! 
themselves of the hospital's ser- 
vices are somewhat lacking in the 
amount of appreciation they show. 
This applies as much . to. donors 
within the Settlement, ‘as to those 
who are making use of the hospital, 
but residing outside the bound 
aries of the Seltlement, give 
nothing at all. 


It is not a pleasant thing to re- 
roach people with ingratitude, 
but it can be justified in this 
instance when the peculiar position 
Jot a hospital is considered. No 
consideration of payment or non- 
Payment can be allowed to inter- 
fere with the duty of a hospital to 
the sufferer who comes to its 
doors. It is obvious that, in the 
case of the Lester Chinese Hospital, 
the amount of absolutely charit- 
able work must be large, and the 
Obligation of the community to it 
is of correspondingly imposing 
Proportions. The demands on the 
hospital are increasing. Out- 
atient visits have increased by 
25,000 since 1931. In the ine 
patient department, where the 
hospital is strictly limited by the 
umber of beds available, it has 
Jalmost reached its maximum, and 
but for the fact that it has not yet 
a sufficiency of trained staff to 
Open all the wards, it would have 
dealt with fully "4,000 patients 
during 1933, the year under 
review. Shanghal is still growing. 
Because of that very fact alone its 
hospital accommodation cannot be 
allowed to stand still. Yet it must 
‘do if sufficient financial support 
fs not fortheoming for its develop- 
‘ment at a pace equal to the growth 
of the needs it is designed to 
‘meet. It is probable that no city 
in the world is as fully hospitalized 
‘as is necessary, and there is no 
‘suggestion that’ Shanghai is any 
better, if as well equipped as many 
‘another elty of equal size. No at- 
tempt is made here to suggest what 
should be done to develop the 
hospitals of Shanghai at apace 
equal to its residential growth. 
What it is sought to do is to point 
to the present necessities and the 
Possibility of their becoming 
greater in the not too distant 
future. There is a fear that some 
[sources of income may be drying 
up, handsomely as they, have sup- 
ported such institutions as hos 
pitals in the past, and the time has 
undoubtedly come when the best 
minds of Shanghai should be 
considering what can be done for 
the hospitals and similar institu 
tions which will be increasingly in 
need of support as the years go by. 














THE NEW LOAN 
‘May 31. 

It will be interesting to see what 
happens with regard to the new 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council Loan 
the subscription lists to which will 
be opened this morning, for it en= 
visages a novel departure in such 
matters so far as Shanghai is con- 
cerned. ‘The terms on which it is 
Proposed to issue it involve a 
Tecognition of the change winich 
‘has occurred in the matter of 
Chinese currency, and indeed 
seems to go somewhat farther than 
China itself has yet gone, for it 
really means the raising of a loan 
‘in terms of currency as against a 
commodity loan. “The Chinese 
dollar has not yet assumed the 
characteristics of a token currency, 
because statutory provisions re- 
quire that it shall contain a cer- 
fain weight of silver, so that the 
value of the dollar still depends 
‘upon the price of the white metal. 
In fact all that has been done is 
merely to change the unit from the 
tael to the dollar, though it is ap- 
parent that the ‘latter is just as 
Much a definition of quantity as 
was the original tael. ‘The terms 
of the new loan go a step further. 
Recognizing the dollar as legal 
tender of the country the Muni- 
cipal Council invites subscriptions 
to the new Joan in such currency 
Itrespective of its silver value at a 
of 2% per cent. The 
‘Treasurer's reason for 
such an action is clearly stated in 
the communique issued to the Press. 
in which he states that to define the 
Weight and fineness of the dollar 
‘would be to impose a potential bur- 
den upon the ratepayers in respect 
to the new loans in the possibility 
of having to provide funds for 
the equivalent of the silver content 
of the dollar at any time. 
Council's credit, “he said, stood 
higher than ever before and he 
considered that it should not adopt 
4 dangerous principle and potential 














making the loan a silver issue in- 
‘stead of a currency one. On this 
matter there appear to be two 
Schools of thought, the one insist= 
ing that the issue’ should be in 
silver, the other contending that a 
full recogntion of the changing 
State of affairs entails a modifica 
tion in the methods by which muni— 
cipal financial needs shall be met. 
‘Proponents of the first proposition 
point to similar loans which have 
‘been raised in the almost. imme- 
diate past and contend that the pre~ 
cedent then established should be 
maintained. Supporters of the se- 
cond argument indicate the possl- 
bly grievously high expense of the 
Joan in the event of certain occur- 
ences and maintain that in the 
interests of the ratepayers the only 
Proper terms for such a loan would 
be those best calculated to estab- 
lish the amount of the borrower's 
indebtedness from the moment the 
‘loan is floated. 


Asilver loan nowadays would 
have about it all’ the apparent 
dangers that would be attendant 
‘upon a municipal loan for Shang- 
hhal raised in’ a foreign currency. 
From year to year it would not be 
certain how miuch money would 
hhave to be found to pay interest 
accruing on the loan, while the 
ultimate redemption of the issve in 
terms of dollars might prove a 
heavy burden indeed upon the 
municipal revenue. This would, of 
‘course, depend upon whether or 
not the present Chinese dollar went 
through a process of debasing by 
‘any one of the several methods by 
which such a change could. be 
Drought about. ‘The burden. taus 
laid on posterity might very well 
be unconscionably heavy, and at- 
tractive as a silver loan might be 
to the investor, it has about it 
‘every quality tnlikely'to commend 
it to the borrower who is, in fact, 
‘asked to assume all the risks at- 
tendant upon raising such a loan. 
A correspondent in a letter publish 
fed yesterday suggests that in the 
event of a depreciated. Chinese 
standard dollar things all round. 
would so adjust themselves. that 
due provision could’ be made to 
meet the additional expense in 
dollars without there ‘being any 
eal hardship upon the ratepayers. 
His suggestior. would undoubtedly 
‘work if all factors tended towards 
bringing about the state of affairs 
hhe 0 facilely visualizes. But it 
does not necessarily follow that 
merely because the value of the 
dollar went down the price of land 
‘would inerease thus providing the 
necessary increased revenue {rom 
larger assessments. “There is. a

with the Taylor Garage for some 
weeks has certain characteristics

ment of the garage it should be 
stated that they found themselves 
faced with irregularities which no 
prudent business executive could 
possibly continue to countenance, 
and it was upon the endeavour to 
enforce regulations obviating the 
evil that the parties eventually 
Investigation goes to show 
that chauffeurs in the employ of 
foreign garages receive treatment 
far better than that which they 
obtain in establishments run by

exception, When their total in- 
comings are considered they are 
found to be in receipt of more than

A proportion of the older 
men, whose loyalty had been rein- 
forced by a realization of the 
benefits attendant upon engage- 
ment by such a concern, stuck to 
their posts, but even they were 
jeventually ' forced out, though 
before that had been ‘completed 
jone of the loyalists had had his 
house burned down, and the 
families of others were threatened. 
‘There are at the present time 
two strikes which involve the same 
important principle proceeding in 
foreign owned establishments in 
or near Shanghai, and the only 
issue at stake is as to who snall 
jeontrol the businesses by which 
the strikers are employed, One 
jease is a lock-out, the other a 
walk-out, ‘They both, however, 
involve questions concerning the 
duty of the employee to the em- 
ployer, and in both instances it is 
evident that there must be a stern 
struggle and the ultimate assertion 
by the latter of their rights, In 
both instances the behaviour of 
the employees is calculated to 
strike at the very prospects of 
successfully continuing the busi- 
nesses themselves, and a peculiar 
feature of both is the fact that 
the strikers appear to have lost 
sight of what are, after all, their 
‘own best interests, In the case of 
the Taylor Garage the chauffeurs 
‘are fighting to perpetuate squeezes 
which if allowed to continue must 
militate against the fortunes of the 
garage and thence against the 
interests of the chauffeurs them= 
selves. Whatever their demands 
now, it is clear that thelr original 
moves were designed to enforce 
‘upon the garage acquiescence in a 
form of malpractice which it would 
have been the height of im- 
prudence to condone, It is report 
ed that the strikers are con 
templating endeavouring to call a 
general strike of the chauffeurs of 
jall_taxi-cab concerns, It will be 
if they succeed in so 
doing, but it is apparent that 
‘when such a principle is involved 
jas_that upon which the present 
arties have split the possibilities 
fof compromise must be indeed 
‘The agitators may not 
‘succeed in extending the strike in 
‘the manner indicated, but, if they 
do, it will be necessary "for the 
public to view the matter with all 
the patience it can, Taxi-cab 
companies are public utilities and 
taken by and large they serve 
Shanghai comparatively well. But 
this can be said of the foreign 
companies—they pay their chauf- 
feurs as a rule fifty per cent, more 
‘wages than do their Chinese com- 
petitors, and if the Taylor Garage 
hhas to continue the fight to show 
‘that foreign concerns cannot con- 
sent to be the milch-cows for dis 
satisfied employees the  manage- 
ment will have no little public 
sympathy behind it, 



































“AS YOU WERE!”

Sir John Simon has not been 
invariably fortunate in all his 
doings since he has been in charge 
of the Foreign Office, and though 
in some instances the cause has 
been of his own making, it can 
hardly be contended that’ in this 
Present wide separation of the 
British and French views on the 
subject of disarmament he has 
been entirely to blame. What 
British diplomats have found 
dificult in “their endeavours to 
bring about ‘some degree of dis- 
armament has been the utterly 
immobile attitude taken by the 
French Government in demanding 
that guarantees of security should 
precede any suggestion of either 
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the Umitation or the reduction of 
armaments. The French have 
been entirely consistent in the 
‘matter and though it might have 
‘been hoped that some progress had 
been made, however small, in re~ 
conciling the two very ' widely 
diverging views of France and 
Germany it is now apparent that 
M. Barthou in his very forthright 
‘speech has indicated a point of 
view which is almost as far from 
that held by the British as it 
undoubtedly is from the German. 
'M, Barthou's speech has not been 
altogether enthusiastically received 
by those who believe in the 
priority of security over disarma- 
mont. It is felt that it has creat- 
ed an unecessary feeling of 
antagonism at a time when the 
closest co-operation was desirable 
and has consequently tended to 
diminish that understanding which 
hitherto existed between Great 
Baltin and France and to, sub- 
stitu erefor an uneasy 
suspleion which can do nothing 
but create a most unfortunate 
atmosphere. The speech of the 
French delegate has had the effect. 
of undoing whatever had been 
done. It indicotes that there has 
been no recession from the 
‘maximum demands which France 
originally put forward and that 
the question of disarmament is as 
far from solution as it was when 
the first attempts were made to 
relieve the world of the intoler~ 
able burden which mutual suspi- 
clons have forced upon it. ‘That 
is a regrettable state of affairs, 
and one for which Great Britain 
is not at all to be blamed, or if 
she can be, she can be blamed by 
Germany as much as France, and 
that is often the Tot of a third 
party endeavouring to do the im- 
possible, namely, to reconcile the 








reconeiltable 
‘M, Barthou is not. particularly 
happy in bis metaphor.

appealed for the building of a 
ridge between France and Ger- 
many on the thesis that France 
would gladly pass over it but that 
France, however, feared the oxis- 
tence of a trapdoor through which 
she might drop.

quired if the whole of the long 
drawn out negotiations are not to 
fend in the dismal failure that has 
eon foreseen for them. ‘The 
granting of guarantees to France 
‘alone need not necessarily convey 
any sense of security in Europe at 
all, “Tt could rightly be contended 
that such a step would be a mant- 
fest demonstration against Ger 
many, and that contention it would 
be very difficult to rebut, “ There 
is, consequently, no intention on 
the part of the’ British to endea- 
your to re-establish peace along 
lines of the old balance of power 
with all the evils attendant upon 
that monstrous plece of diplomatic 
invention. ‘That it served its turn 
in other days is true, but an 
endeavour t) set up the same 
mechanism to-day would rend 
Europe even, more than it did 
im the past and confer upon a 
country outside the immediate 
European scope an important 
position which it is not at all 
desirable she should occupy. 

Mf British diplomacy in’ this 
matter has failed, and it is not 
admitted for a moment that it has, 
it will be because of the existence 
of a state of affairs in Europe 
which can only be viewed with 
the gravest anxiety. Britain has 
shown the way to disarmament 
by making sacrifices which nave 
been denounced by her own ex- 
perts as the height of folly. It 
was an attempt to scale down 
armaments in accordance with the 
provisions of the Treaty of Ver- 

















|leave that body so comparatively 
shortly after she had gained

‘which tends to perpetuate all the 
evils of an instrument which is 
now understood to be as bad as it 
was conceived to be good at the 
time of its drafting.

Germany 
‘would sign no such thing so long 
‘as the menace of French arma 
‘ments remained at the imposing 
strength it does at present, and 
there, consequently, appears to be 
as little chance of the Russian 
proposal succeeding us there does 
of the British. The outlook is 
fndeed a forlorn one. There 1s 80 
small room for optimism that 
there seems to be little good in 
pursuing conversations which are 
foredoomed to failure so long as 
both France and Germany main- 
tain their present attitude. Ger- 
many will most certainly | not 
recede from hers. The fate of the 
Hitler Government might very 
well depend upon any retreat from 
the attitude that leader has taken 
up in his recent speeches. France 
will not abandon her present 
position unless Britain pays a 
price she does not feel called upon 
to pay, for the latter country's 
serviee is in the cause of peace 
fand not as runner at the chariot 
wheels of a nation which is 
obviously seeking to impose its 
terms, and {ts terms alone, on the 
whole of Europe. It is ‘possible 
that much straighter talking than 
that will have to be indulged in 
before the present deplorable state 
of affairs is improved. It was the 
‘school of thought, which, believing 
‘that the League of Nations was 
merely an instrument for ensur- 
jing of the due execution of the 
Peace Treaty, forced Germany to

Mr, E. S, Little's objection to 
the admission of Soviet Russia 
into the League of Nations on the 
‘ground that it is a godless country 
is by no means easy to follow. 
unless he is to be understood to 
contend that being without re~ 
verence for a deity Soviet Russia 
can have no real desire for peace. 
It also gives the impression of the 
existence of that same degree of 
Intolerance which marked the 
black deeds of the Soviet against 
the Orthodox Church in thelr 
attempts to stamp it out, and to 
that extent betrays a medieval 
outlook which may not commend 
itself to all who read Mr. Little's 
letter. Russia is not the only 
country which, in the processes 
of revolution, has sought to dis- 
possess God of the affections of the 
people. It is history that other 
peoples have sought to banish the 
Almighty from their lives and 
have endeavoured to deity Reason 
as something to be worshipped 
rather than the ultimate) mani- 
festation of faith. The more 
tational mind will perceive that 
there is only one quality necessary 
to fit a nation to enter the League, 
‘and that is the possession of an 
‘earnest desire to bring about such 
a state of affairs in the world that 
a tendency towards common 
understanding and amity shall be 
fostered until the time has been 
reached when war shall be no 
more. The possibility of such an 
achievement may indeed be 
remote, but humanity would be 
doing itself exceeding harm if it 
did not make its endeavours to- 
ward the attainment of what may 
to a very large section of thinkers 
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appear to be an ‘impossible ideal. 
‘The suggestion that entry to the 
League should be denied Russia 
Seems to be based upon the idea 
that unless a nation or a man is 
‘godfearing, it and he are not fit to 
‘associate with their fellows, And 
yet there are numbers of sen 
‘without belief in God whose lives 
‘and characters are as immaculate 
‘as those who have the benefit 
which faith in a_ divinity un- 
doubtedly confers. ‘That may even 
yet prove to be true of nations, 
and while the outlook from 
point of view, so far as 
concerned, may not be particularly 
bright, it’ would undoubtedly be 
wholly irrational to seck to ex- 
clude it from the councils of the 
‘world merely on that one fact. 

Much of the weakness of the 
League is due to the fact that so 
many important nations are con- 
tent to remain outside member- 
ship, or are on the verge of relin- 
quishing it, Another contributing 
factor has been the failure of 
Britain to ensure that the ideas 
‘which underlaid the formation of 
the League should prevail. In 
this connection an” interesting 
point is made by Professor Zim- 
mern, who in discussing the ques- 
tion of whether there was or was 
not an Empire foreign policy. has 
this to say with regard to the posi- 
tion of Great Britain vis-a-vis of 
the League:— 








“Looking back over the past 
fourteen years, one can discern 
three principal reasons why the 
British idea of the League of 
Nations has not made more head- 
way at Geneva. The first is 
that ...we have never made 
lear’ io ourselves—and here our 
propagandist organizations and, if 
T may say so, the religious bodies 
{in particular, have been greatly to 
Dlame—that ‘there was any other 
possible way of regarding. the 
League of Nations other than as an 
enlarged British “Empire... A 
‘second reason is that, contrary” to 
‘the original project’ the League 
‘was thrown open to all states who 
wished to. join, whatever 
character of their institutions and 
fof their actual, political aims « « 
‘The third reason why British ideas 
have not prevailed at Geneva is 
that our "closest associate, the 
United States, has not been at our 
side as was expected in 1019, and, 
fas we have already seen, is not 
immediately likely to join us at 
Geneva” 
Great Britain, in Professor Zim- 
mern’s view, ‘does not appear to 
have received that assistance from 
the religious bodies with regard 
to the League, which in considers 
tion of its ideal it was entitled to 
expect. Obviously to this one fact 
cannot be attributed much of the 
present failure of the League, and 
if Mr. Little is to consider the 
‘whole organization as ungodly ond, 
therefore, something from which 
Great Britain should withdraw, 
the retort may very well be that 
religion as such has done, in this 
particular instance, less than was 
to be expected of ‘it in the cause 
‘of peace which the churches must 
undoubtedly have at heart, In the 
clreumstances a suggestion that 
because of the League's ungod~ 
lines Britain should withdraw 
comes poorly from those whose 
duty it was to see that the 
religious concept should more 
thoroughly pervade the activities 
of the League. 


But there is a somewhat more 
Impressive view to be taken of the 
‘matter, Great Britain should 
fight for the existence of the 
League to the very last ditch, The 
(dealism which is the motive power 
of many of the British charac~ 
teristics demands that every pos- 
sible service should be rendered 
to the cause of amity between the 
nations. ‘That Britain's views 
have not prevailed in the cham- 
bers of Geneva may be true, but is 
it to be believed that that’ would 
provide any moral justification 
for torpedoing the , League which 
indeed would be’ the effect of 
Britain's withdrawal? Tt is the 
duty of the Churches to stand 
fairly and squarely behind the 
whole movement, to spare no 
endeavour to make it the suscess 
it should be, and must be if 
humanity is not to be reduced to 
f state of chaos which passeth th 
comprehension of man to 
template. ‘That one possible mem= 
ber of the League may be ungodly 
does ot, surely, deprive the rest 
fof the world from accepting what- 
fever co-operation it may have to 
offer. To support such a oi 
tention would be to argue that 
‘a churehman should not co-operate 
with an atheist in endeavouring to 
avert a common peril, Stated in 
such simple terms the proposal is 
hopelessly absurd. To seek to ex- 
clude the ungodly, to punish them 
for their failure 'to believe, may 
have sounded very well in the 
days when religion assumed aspects 
not altogether to be commended in 
these more tolerant times, but the 
fact is that to do so would be to 
betray the very principles upon 
which religion itself is founded.

‘Thursday was Union Day, 
anniversary of the coming’ into 
foree of the Constitution Act 
fof the Union of South Africa 
in 1910, under which the as- 
sets and rovenves of the four former 
British colonies of the Cape, Natal. 
the Orange River Free State, and 
the Transvaal, and the administration 
Of native affairs in them passed (0 
the Union Executive, and a common 
Judiciary with common courts of 
Tustice was set up. ‘The first Union 
Parliament of South Africa was open- 
ed on November 4, 1910, and the new. 
dominion settled down to work out 
its destiny under the fresh conditions. 
Since the war the Union has held 
the mandate for the territory of 
South-west Africa. ‘The Union's 
powers of recovery were never bet 
ter illustrated than by the progress it 
hhas made this year, in spite of the 
general world depression. In addi- 
tion to suffering from the economic| 
ills common to the rest of the world, 
South Africa wos last year visited by 
the worst, most widespread, and pro- 
longed drought in living | memory. 
Before it broke last November it had 
caused the iuin of hundreds of 
Tarmers and the loss of over _ ten 
million sheep and large numbers of 
cattle. While the Dominion was. 
still suffering from this scourge, "its 
leaders were forming bonds of unity 
among themselves. Generals Hertzog 
and Smuts, opponents for many years, 
agreed to sink many of their differ- 
fences and to seek a solution of the 
Dominion’s problems “by the form: 
tion of a South African nation.” To- 
day's commemoration is of the first 
act which set in train such a _mo- 
mentolis development. To the small 
band of South Africans jn Shanghai 
who celebrated the occasion by. a 
dinner that night are extended 
the heartlest good wishes.

‘The object at 
the new ruling is to encourage th 
people to lead a thrifty life instea 
of the luxurious one to which they 
have been used. According to the 
regulations, those who disobey the 
stipulations are liable to receive 
Punishment from thelr superior off- 
eials or from their teachers in case 
of students. 

‘Tho most important points of the 
regulations are as follows:— 

‘That no boys and girls be engaged 
before they reach the years of 17 
and 15 respectively and then the 
engagement ceremony to be conducted

‘The clothes of bridegrooms and 
brides should be made of Chinese 
products.

Tt is now learned that the party 
experienced extraordinary  difficul 
ties after 1eaving Bdsingol, being made 
prisoners by the rebel,” Gen.

Turkestan and were "immediately 
piaged under detention. 

Gen, Ma treated Dr. Hedin very 
badly and seized all his lorries.

Dilficulties and Delays 

Dr, Hedin, accompanied by some 
members of ‘his selentific expedition 
and a number of Chinese officials, 
Including road building experts, left 
Poking last October on a journoy to 
Sinklang for the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

‘Atler a number of difficulties and 
delays, including the smashing of one 
carat Kuelhuachang, the heavily 
Yoaded eavaleade of venicles, 
negotiated the difficult pass out at 
Kueihuachang and reached Pafling- 
‘miao in late November. There the 
lorries were ire-loaded and pre- 
parations made for the long journey 
West across the desert, 

‘The party reached the vicinity of 

‘about Christmas time and 
towards the end of January left tor 
Hami, in Sinkiang. Sinco leaving 
Edsingol, nothing was heard of them 
until “the receipt of “messages in 
Stockholm to-day—Reuter.

“Three years have elapsed ever 
since the formation of the Board of 
‘Trustees for the administration of 
the indemnity funds remitted by the 
British Government. In accordance 
with. the resolution of "the Central 
Political Council and the Notes ex- 
changed between the Chinese and the 
British Governments, the funds un- 
dor the control of the Board are to 
be employed to establish an endow- 
ment for the rehabilitation of rall- 
ways and other constructive works 
Jn the form of loans, while the in- 
terest of 5 per cent. on the loans is 
to be used for the subvention of 
educational end cultural enterprises. 

“The aforesaid interest funds, up 
to June 20 this year, amount to 
'$1,897,580.00. ‘The “Educational Sub- 
Committee of the Board of Trustees| 
hheld a three-day session last month 
‘and earefully considered, one by ont 
all the requests for subsidies re- 
celved trom educational and cultural 
institutions since the inauguration 
of the ‘board. It was resolved by 
the sald Sub-committee that a round 
sum of $1,200,000 of the interest 
funds be used as various subsidies 
in accordance with the regulations! 
governing the disposal of interest | 
‘of the indemnity funds remitted by 
the British Government, which re- 
gulations had been approved by the 
Executive Yuan, and that an amount 
of approximately $130,000 be used 
to form a special reserve fund which 
‘will be given for the work of special 
‘education, At the 24th meeting of 
the Board of ‘Trustees, the report of 
the Educational Sub-Committee was 
Aiscussed in detail and it was un- 
animously passed.

In an interview granted to press! 
representatives at the Central Bank’ 
yesterday afternoon, Dr. H. H. 
‘Kung, Vice-President of the Execu- 
tive Yuan and concurrently Minister 
of Finance, who. arrived here from 
Nanking yesterday morning, de- 
Jclared. that he was highly gratified 
‘over the outcome of the National’ 
Finanelal 











Dr. Kung sald he was particularly 
happy to note that local. financial 
authorities of all parts of the coun-| 
try, including the remotest border} 
provinces, had taken great interest 
in the Conference and, underterred 
by distance, had travelled to Nanking 
to participate in its discussions. 
Within. the short period of seven| 
days, Dr. Kung continued, more than 
a. hundred resolutions "had been. 
adopted, including such important} 
measures a5 readjustment of farm. 
faxes, abolition of miscellaneous and| 
exorbitant levies, and formulation of 
budgets for local governments, 

In view of the satisfactory outcome 
lot the Conference and the sincere 
spirit of co-operation on the part of 

Kung expressed 
the view that prospects for financial 
rehabilitation of the country are 
very bright, despite the present 
national erisis. 


Savings and Lottery 
‘Asked about the question of restric- 
tion of the business activities of the 
savings societies offering — lottery 
premiums as prizes, Dr, Kung afirm- 
fed that the matier ‘was actually 
brought up for discussion at the 
[Conference. He added that in view 
‘and complicated 
ature of the matter, it has been 
referred to the Finance Ministry for 
[detailed consideration before appro- 
priate action can be taken, 
ned regarding the impos!~ 
ton of business tax on foreign firms, 
Dr. Kung stated that in foreign 
settlements "where administrative 
power rests in the hands of fore 
Jeigners, it is likely that foreign firm: 
may object to the payment of the 
‘Business Tax. But the Government 
wil take up” the matter with the 
foreign Powers concerned and he 
‘believed that definite measures can 
be. worked out in future for the 
eying of the Tax, 

Replying to. further inquiry trom 
‘the press representatives that in view 
ff the decision of the Conference to 
allocate the receipts of Stamp ‘Tax 
‘and Wine and Tobacco Tax to local 
JGoveraments, what remedial measures 
will be taken by the Central Trea- 
fury in case of defielt? Dr. Kung said 
that the. decision was made as a 
‘measure for the relief of the finances 
of local Governments and is a mani 








festation of geninue co-operation 
between the “Central “and” Local 
Governments. 


‘As these taxes have been allocated 
{0 the local Governments, the latter 
would be in duty bound to assist the 


Central Government in case of need, 
He sald that if proper readjustment 
of these taxes can be effected, receipts 
will naturally inerease. ‘This will 
ot only help to meet the local ex- 
penditure, but will also ald in the 
carrying ‘out of reconstruction. pro- 
jects. "As regards the retrenchment 
‘of unnecessary expenses and opening. 
fof new financial resources, the Ce 
tral nancial authorities will devise 
semprehensive measures to deal with 






Local Budgets 

Finally regarding the enforcerment 
‘of budgets fo local governments, Dr. 
Kung said that the purpose of. the 
resent Conference is to carry out 
what has been decided. As this fnat- 
ter has been decided at the Con! 
fence, naturally it will be enforced, 
as from the latter halt of the present 
year, 

‘Dr. Kung declined to comment on 
the ‘report that Mr. Wang. T-tan 
member of the Peking Political Af- 
fairs ‘Readjustment. Commission, 
making arrangements with Japa 
Ananciers in Japan for the ‘re-open: 
ling of the Exchar 
‘Dr. Kung said he had received no 
official information regarding the 
matter and hence nothing could be 
said at present—Cheklai Agency.

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_ HONGKONG AIR MAIL ROUTE 
Survey to be Made by Imperial Airways: Military 


Changes: Pioneer 
Font Out Owx 


Hongkong, May 21. 

Even unofficial reports’ possess a 
measure of Interest when they re- 
Tate toa matter as vital as the air 
mail, so the news that Imperial Air- 
ways will eventually despatch an 
‘aeroplane from Singapore to Hong- 
ong, in order to survey the route, 
hhas attracted considerable attention. 
‘At least this much is known—existing 
plans fora feeder air mail service 
between Hongkong and Singapore 
have been taken a step further. 

From unoffelal, although reliable 
Sources, it is learned that, early in 
November or December of’ this year, 
‘an aeroplane of the Astraea type will 
survey the proposed route between 
Hongkong and Singapore, Under tent 
anive arrangements already made, 
Hongkong will be linked up with the 
existing service from London to 
Singapore, and with the forthcoming 
service from Singapore to Australia, 
‘The contract for the latter service 
has already been secured by Imperial 
Airways, Ltd. 

Tt will be recalled that the Astraea, 
which may be used to make the sur- 
vey, was utilized by Imperial Air- 
ways to make a similar survey along 
the eastern sections of the 10,000 
miles air-mail route from England 
to Australia. No oficial notifieation 
of the proposed survey flight to Hong- 
ong has, as yet, been received by the 
local authorities.

31 DEAD IN K.M.A. COAL 
MINE 


Asphyxiated After Blaze at 
Entrance to Pit 


Shanghai, May 31. 

Fire at pit-mouth caused the 
death of 21 Chinese workers of the 
Kailan” Mining Administration, on 
Monday, while 112 Chinese and a 
Belgian engineer were brought out 

Deaths occurred trom asphyxiation, 
according to reports from the north, 
which give few other deals. 

‘The accident occurred on Monday 
morning, at the Tangchiachuang coal 
mine, near Tangshan, where 143 
miners were working in the pit in- 
volved. "A sudden flash, and the en- 
Lance of the pit was a sheet of 
‘flames, 

‘Workers in the near vicinity hur- 
jed to the scene, and by rapid work 
extinguished the flames and com- 
‘menced rescue operations. ‘They 
brought out alive 112 Chinese, and 
M.. Trigalet, a Belgian engineer.

A Chinese building has 
been neatly remodelled and. atted 
with furniture to accommodate 
modern banking. Four per cent, is 
romised on savings and three per 
‘cent. on checking account balances 
and as such as nine per cent. on fixed 
deposits for three years on more.

TRADE IMPROVES IN MALAYA 


Rise in Rubber Brings New Prosperity: British Trade 
Fair: Strikes Break Out 
Frost Our Own Connssronext 


Singapore, May 9. 

Perhaps it will be as well in this 
letter if T say nothing of war and 
rumours of war, about murder trials, 
fof even about ' the possiblities of 
Malayan holiday resorts, and con- 
eentrate on trade, for the improve- 
‘ment In trade throughout Malaya dur- 
Ing this year has been very real. Even 
though the individual does not notice 
this Improvement In his own Indivi- 
dual elrcumstances he must be aware 
of it for it is manifest on all sides. 

‘Motor car dealers tell me that 
never have so many new ears been 
Sold, never have so many new tyres. 
been put on to vehicles, and certainly. 
the amount of re-painting that I see 
in the repair shops near my flat in- 
duces me to believe that trade in all 
lasses of motor cars is very brisk. 
Its the same when we get to such 
indications of-a revival of prosperity 
as the sale of office equipment. Dis- 
cussing this matter with a local re- 
presentative of a large trading con- 
fern I leaned than in the first three 
‘months—of this year the turnover had 
‘exceeded all hopes, and that the work 
was so great that the staif could 
hardly cope with it, Firms which had 
‘een ‘content to go on with out-of- 
date filing systems had installed new 
systems; new typewriters by tho. 
[dozen had gone into offices; and du 
eating machines were in greater de- 
mand than ever. This among all 
Classes of traders—and despite the 
intense “trade competition that is 
Known to exist down here. 

British Trade Fair 

All this revival of trading activity 
thas been well focussed in the suc- 
cessful Trade Fair now being held at 
the Great World and recently opened 
by the General Oficer Commanding 
‘Troops, Malaya. A few facts, taken 
from a local paper may be of interest. 
“The ‘number of stalls applied for 
fs 149. ‘This year's Fair, therefore, 
will be twice the size of the successful 
‘enterprise held in May, 1993, at which 
‘5 stalls were taker 

Even a cursory examination of the 
stalls was enough to convince us that 
traders are facing life with a new 
optimism.

Dusiness 

One of the main effects of such a 
‘Trade Fair as this Is to inform the 
general public in a concrete way 
What it {8 possible to buy and where. 
We may read advertisements in the 
press, we may Know well our own 
particular shops, but we are often too 
Ineurious to go’ out of our way to 
seek new things in new localities. In 
such a thing as a Fair we are saved 
all trouble, we can go from stall to 
stall within a second, and what was! 
formerly merely a name to us becomes 
in a twinkling a conerete reality. 

Let me give one instance of this. 
I had often heard about the Imperial 
‘Typewriter, something made in Lel- 
cester, something written about by J. 
B. Priestley in his recent book “Eng- 
lish Journey”, but T had never seen | 
sucha machine, and was not at all 
‘convinced. that England could” yet 
make a satisfactory typewriter. And.

Stock and Trades Exhibition 

‘The success of the Fair at the Great 
World is all the more remarkable 
when it is remembered that only a 
few weeks ago, in April 1, we had 
another and very similar sort of trade 
exhibition. Actually, this exhibition 
Was supposed to be mainly for cattle, 
ut as foot-and-mouth-disease pre- 
vented any cattle being present it 
hhad perforce to turn itself into a trade 
exhibition pure and simple. That 
there {s room in successive months for 
two similar trading shows of | this 
kind, and that within a few weeks the 
dig annual Agri-Horticultural Show 
at Kuala Lumpur is once more to be 
‘opened, shows in what condition 
trade is at the moment here. 








‘One of the reasons, of course, is 
‘that the long uncertainty about the 
rubber position is over. We do know 
where we are, and where we shall be. 
For months now the price of rubber 
hhas been slowly rising, and one im- 
portant thing to ‘note is that even 
when restriction was announced the 
Price did not suddenly bound high 
But moved up sedately as if even the 
announcement of restrletion was not 
Boing to deftect the steady course of 
commodity that now realized its im- 
portance ia world affairs. 

"At the time of writing the price is 
nearly 25 cents locally, and at the 
beginning of the year it was rising 16 
cents, £0 that the rise has been steady 
‘and we all hope that it will not £5 
much higher. 

‘But the mere stock-market effect of 
the price of rubber is nothing com- 
pared with th» concrete effect of the 
ash received by the country’s peasan- 
try. A few cents rise means millions 
‘of dollars in the country, and these 
mnillions of ‘dollars are fckily very 
soon spent by those who receive them. 
‘This has helped to lead to our re- 
markable trade revival, The Malays 
do not put aside for a rainy day, they 
fare only too glad to spend the cash 
when they have any to spend! 


‘An Epidemic of Strikes 

Meanwhile, after quite an epidemic 
of strikes among tailors and such 
‘workers, we have had a major strike 
‘on our Iceal railways. More than 1,200 
persons downed tools and came out 
of work at Kuala Lumpur recently. 
‘The strike fever rapidly spread throu- 
‘shout the country. Volunteers were 
Called for and services were maintain 
ed with difficulty. The strikers’ 
grievances were carefully considered. 
Most of them the Government flatly 
jected, a few of them were allowed, 
fand the’ men were told to return to 
work or they would lose their Jobs 
‘The men did return, thelr leaders 
having counselled moderation in the 
end. ‘Those who have discussed this 
ecent strike with the writer agree 
that the men were very badly led, and 
that of the demands were am 
“try-on", and that actually ther 
very lttie for the men to grumble at, 

These strikes, to, may be taken ag 
a sign of coming prosperity, for it is 
{elt that there is money in the country 
‘once again, and cuts that were 
cheerfully borne until now are now 
Fesented. The planters have not been 
slow to show what they feel on this 
subject, and it seems probable that. 
very soon all of,them throughout the 
‘country will have their cuts restored. 
What this will mean in general ali 
round trade improvement may soon 
be guessed when it is considered how 
much money will circulate.

ANOTHER SENSATION 
IN JAPAN 


Naval Propaganda Chief 
Resigns 


Tokyo, June 1. 

While speculation continues rife 
regarding the possibility of a Cabinet 
ichange very shortly, as a result of 
the share deal scandal, a sensation 
‘was caused to-day by the resignation 
fof Rear-Admiral ‘Tsuneyoshi Sakano, 
Jehief of the naval propaganda section 
of the Navy OMice. 

‘Rear-Admiral  Sakano's action 
followed eriticism aroused by his, 
informal statement that the Navy 
was not opposed to Gen. Y. Ugakl, 
|Governor-General of Kores, succeed- 
ing Viscount M. Saito as the Prime 
Minister. 

Gen. Ugeki, who is at present 
visiting Tokyo, is considered to be 
the most likely successor if Viscount 
Salto resigns, but he is strongly op- 
posed by certain sections of the Army.

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BIGGEST DOCK IN 
SHANGHAI 


To Accommodate Vessels of 
Over 10,000 Tons 


Plans for the construction of a 
00-foot dry dock, the biggest in 
Shanghai, will be partly realized in 
September when the No, 8 Dock, 375 
feet long, 8 fect wide and 26 feet 
deep, with ample space for expan- 
sion to its planned capacity, will be 
formally opened at the Naval Min- 
istry’s Klangnan Dock, Kiaochang- 
miao. The opening was at first ¢x- 
pected early this month but construc- 
Hon. work was twice delayed by the 
weather. 

‘The authorities are planning to 
‘complete the entire construction pro- 
framme with the least possible de 
lay. Tt is expected that following 
the completion of the first stage of 
the programme, work on the ex- 
pansion ‘will be carried out, immedi- 
ately. When completed, 

‘will be 600 feet long, 100 feet wide, 
and 26 feet deep. The cost of the 
frst stage of the work is estimated 
at $1,200,000. 

Original Plans 

‘The construction of the dock, 
which 1s capable of accommodating, 
steamers of over 10,000 tons, fills a 
Tongefelt need in marine activities 
in this port in view of its increas 
in shipping and now regular visits 
of large liners. To Kiangnan Dock, 
the construction is the more impera: 
tive In view of the Increase in busi- 
ness. 

Plans for the construction of the 
new dock were drawn up more than 
two years ago aller protracted nego- 
tlations with the Ministry ot War

jecent to the Kiangnan Dock, for 
the new dock. ‘These were, however, 
held up by the Sino-Japanese hostili- 
tes in Shanghai. 

Because of the nancial stringency 
caused by the Aghting, the authori-

the original plans. It was then de- 
elded that the work should be divid- 
ed into two stages, so that a com- 
paratively smaller dock may first be 
constructed to cope with the demand 
for another dock, A contract 
then signed with Messrs. L. W, Pain- 
ter Co. in May last year, and work 
was immediately started, 


History of Deck 


Established 69 years ago, the 
Kiangnan Dock was originally at- 
tached to the Kiangnan Arsenal but 
was later divided into two separate 
organizations. Since the inaugura- 
tlon of the National Government, 
the Kiangnan Dock was put under 
fhe direct control of the Ministry ot 

avy. 

‘The No. 1 Dock was constructed 
67 years ago. It was originally mud- 
bottomed, and 325 feet long. Many 
years after its construction, it im- 
Proved and extended to 375 tect. 
‘As steamers over 4,000 tons could 
not be docked there, the dock was 
further expanded, to its present 
capacity: 545 feet long, 68 fect wide, 
‘and 20 fect deep. 

In 1925, a second dock was opened 
tn the winter. Equipped with mo- 
dern machinery, the second dock is 
502 feet long, G1 feet wide, and 23 
feot deep. 

Tn view of the lack of a dock big 
enough to accommodate vessels of 
‘over 10,000 tons, and the increase in 
orders for docking, plans for the 
third dock were discussed. Tt is 
hoped by the authorities that its com- 
pletion will not be far distant.

Pickets and Loyal Workers 
Clash in Pootung 


Intimidation on the part’ of the 
ex-workers of the B.CC. No. 1 Fac- 
tory was close down by the mana 
‘ment was on Monday responsible for 
the non-appeerance of 270 operatives 
from the concern's Thorburn Road 
Factory, and the Whashing Road | 
printing department, and injuries to| 
four Russians and four Chinese. 

‘The casualties were reported short- 
ly after 6 am, when 400 stat? em- 
ployees and workers in the New Fac-| 
tory, Pootung, who had been urged 
to walk out ‘by the ex-workers in 
sympathy with them, crossed the 
river from Shanghai to Pootung in| 
launches to resume work. Among 
the workers was a group of Russians. 
Upon arriving on the Pootung shore, 
they were met by about 1,000 ex- 
workers, who, armed with iron bars, 
prevented them from landing. A 
fight ensued, in which four Russians 
and four of ‘the ex-workers were in-| 
fured. According to the Chinese| 
police in Pootung, the injuries were 
stab : 

Tf view of the ugly attitude “of 
the ex-workers, Chinese police were| 
posted in the New Factory to guard| 
against possible disturbances. 

1200 Intend (o Resume 

It was reported that approximate. 
ly 1,200 staff employees and workers| 
had ‘gathered shortly after 6 am. on 
the Nanking Road Jetty, prepared 
to proceed to the New Factory to 
resume work. As the first batch 409] 
workers, who had crossed the river 
was compelled to return to Nanking| 
Road Jetty following the fracas, the| 
whole’ group dispersed. 

Meanwhile in the BCC. Thorburn 
Road Factory, 200 out of the 2.750 
operatives falied to turn up, while 
many were late in arriving for: 
work. In addition, some 70 out of 
the 880 workers in the printing de- 
partment at 1018 Whashing Road did 
not put in their appearance. The| 
majority of these workers live in 
Pootung and their absence was the 
result of intimidation by the ex- 
workers at Pootuns 

‘According to a report from the 
Strike Committee on the fracas 
‘about 200 Russians headed by | 
British employee landed at Pootung| 
in an attempt to drive away the 
pickets. ‘The Russians, armed with 
fron bars and sticks,’ assaulted the 
plekets, inflicting severe injuries to] 
Seven of them. One foreigner also] 
fired. skyward twice, causing great| 
excitement on the wharf: The re 
port could not be confirmed in 
Suthoritative circles, however. 

Tn order to bring pressure on the 
‘management of the BLC.C. factories, 
the strikers had requested the Sea- 
nien’s Unions, the SNR. & SHNR 
‘Transportation Coolies’ ‘Union and 
the Wharf Coolies’ Unions to refuse 
tu transport B.C.C. products.

Lockhart and 
the Rev. W. H. Medhurst came to| 
‘Shanghai from "Nino seeking ac- 
commodation for themselves and 
their families. Avoarently they ar- 
rived just a few days before my frst 
redecessor in office. Captain Bal- 
four, the first British consul ap 
poinied to Shanghal who arrived on 
November 9 on board HMS. Me- 
dusa. ‘This hospital and the British 
Consulate run each other very close 
from an_age point of view and al- 
though Dr. Lockhart, | representing 
the hospital, really beat Captain 
Balfour by a few days. the actual 
work of the hosoital did not sta 
until February 1844. My predece 
sor, however, had established his 
consulate in November 1842, Tt m: 
{interest you to know that ‘the first 
British Consulate was actually inside 
‘the native city and that this hosoitel 
commenced functioning just outside 
the old East. Gate. He found 
that another British consul. ‘Mr. 
Alcock, afterwards Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock, took the chair at 
the frst organized meeting _of 
subscribers to this hospital. This. 
meeting tock place on December 3 
1048, ‘Dr. Lockhart acting as secre- 
‘tary, and ever since that date my. 
predecessors in office have frequently 
taken the chair at these annual 
meetings. Another close connection 
‘Between the hospital and the British 
authorities in the olden days was 
the fact that Dr. Lockhart's wife was 
formerly Miss Catherine Parkes, a 
sister of Sir Harry Parks. British 
Minister in China , froom 1889-1885, 
whose statue can now be seen on the 
Bund. 

In the course of years, this hos- 
pital’s work has increased ‘enormous- 
ly, as we are all well aware. T 
would like, however, to stress two| 
interesting ‘points, from which com-| 
parisons can be "drawn.

COST OF LIVING IN 
SHANGHAI 


Food, Clothing, Light and 
Fuel Still Cheaper 


In April the cost of food, clothing, 
Light and fuel became cheaper on 
the 1926 basis of costs of living in 
Shanghai, according to information 
just published by the National Tarift 
Commission. 

‘Housing costs remained the same 
as in March which was 1 higher 
than in January and February, but, 
miscellaneous Items showed a slight 
Increase in April over the March 
fAgures which reflected in the general 
index to show an increase of 1 in 
April over the figure for March 
which was 989, belng merely 1.1 
below the 1928 standard, 

‘While food costs in April this year 
were 742, which is 258 points below 
that of 1926 at 100, and clothing ma- 
lerlal in April at 82.7, which is 17.3 
below the 1926 standard at 100, 
housing in April this year was still 
10.8 points above the 1826 level, and 
{wel and lighting 203 above: the 1926 
level with’ miscellaneous items a5 
much as 623 points above the 1028 
standard, 

In detail, taking the figures for 
1926 as 100, the figures for April as 
against March this year show a drop 
in food from 75 to 742, drop in cloth. 
ing material from 894. to 82.7, drop 
in fuel and Ughting from 1212. to 
1203 with no change in housing but 
4 rise in miscellaneous items trom 
1894 to 1623 which resulted in the 
general. index showing a rise from 
98.9 In March to 99 In April, 























indicate the turn in the downward 
trend of costs, and it is not antl 
cipated that there will be very much 
more depreciation inthe costs of 
food and clothing, these figures are 

I well below the figures for Jan 
uuary, the beginning of the year, The 
chart shows a drop In food costs in 
January of 78 to 42 in April, drop 
‘in clothing from 844 to 82.7,’slight 
inerease in housing from 1102 "to 
110.3 with a distinet inerease in fuel 
and lighting from 115.8 in January 
to 1293 and a drop in the miscellane- 
ous items from 1664 to 162, regult- 
ng in the general index showing @ 
drop from 101.8 to 99, 

‘The tuctuations since 1926 in the 
general index show the cost of living, 
with 1826 as 100, rise 6.7 in 1927, fall 
from there by 4.3 points in 1926, rise 
from that level in 1920 by 8 points, 
to rise in 1030 by 18.9 points to ris 
‘again in 1991 to the peak level by a 
further 4.1 points to 1259. Since 
then, dropping during the “war 
year" of 1932 by 68 points to 110.1, 
and by a further 11.9 pointy last 
year to 1072, there has been a slight 
but continued decline in. the costs 
level, particularly in food and 
clothing.

MUNICIPAL LOAN OF 1934, 


‘The Council's decision to authorize 
fan issue of debentures to the nominal 
value of $7,000,000, such issue to form 
part of the loan ‘of $18,500,000 ap 
Droved at the last” Ratepayers’ 
‘Meeting, followed a recommendation 
to this effect made by the ‘Troasurer 
jand Controller and endorsed by the 
Finanee Committee. 

‘The Treasurer informed the Finance 
‘Committee that he had given careful 
‘consideration to. the question of 
Interest rates. As it would appear 
‘that an improvement in the economic 
situation would in due course react 
on the relatively low rates of interest 
now prevailing, he suggested th 
desirability of taking a somewhat 
long view and recommended a 10/30 
year loan bearing interest at tho rate 
‘of § per cent. per annum and tested 
at a premium of 24 per cent. ‘Th 
return to the investor on the basis 
of 30 years would be approximately 
/4.84 per cent. The loan would be for 
‘Chinese Standard Silver Dollars local 
curreney, and redemption would be 
provided for under the operation of a 
sinking fund. Repayment of the 
principal would be subject to the 
rior charge in respect to the loans

Harbin, May 20, 
‘The tolal tumover value of the 
foreign trade of Manchuria during 
the first half of the year 1933 amount- 
ed to. 468,700,000 silver dollars, while 
for the second half the total turnover 
‘was 469,100,000, these figures being 
practically the ‘same for each of the 
six months, but as regards exports 
and imports there was a very con- 
siderable alteration between the frst 
half year and the secoad. While in 
the. first half of the year the exports 
Jamounted to 235,400,000 silver dollars, 
in the second half they decreased 10 
167,900,000. On the other hand the 
imports which showed 233,900,000 in 
the first half of the year rose to 281 
200,000 in the second half. 

From the above figures it will be 
noted that the export for the second 
half of the year was reduced by prac- 
Heally 50 per cent, while in the 
second half of.the year the imports 
Increased by 50 per cent. 

For years and years the trade of 
Manchiiria always concluded with a 
favourable balance, and during the 
last twenty years. its trade with 
foreign countries always showed a 
surplus of exports over imports, this 
‘surplus reaching a very consideral 
gure during the past ten years. The 
balance of trade which was seen in 
1033 Is one whelh is unprecedented 
since 1920, 

‘Turning Point Reached 

It 1934 is going to tend the same 
way it may be deduced that the year 
1093 represents a turning point in the 
foreign trade relations of Manchuria 
with other countries, while the great 
Increase in imports in the second 
half of the year is an entirely new 
feature for Manchuria.

not of actual sales. To a certain 
extent this is confirmed by the fact 
that the warehouses at Dairen are 
packed with Japanese goods, which 
fre not finding a ready market, some- 
what similar to the time when these 
warehouses were packed with goods 
from Europe and America shortly 
after the conclusion of the great war. 


Japanese Consumption 

‘As regards the exports of Man- 
churian products to separate coun- 
tries, statistics show that the largest 
consumer of Manchurian produce in 
1933 was Japan which took 172,168,000 
silver dollars worth from Manchuria, 
the next largest importer being Ge 
many with 66,357,000 silver dollars 
‘and the third China taking. $5,211,000, 
liver dollars. ‘The most noticeable 
Secrease in the consumption of Man- 
churian exports between the first half 
fand the second half of 1993 is to be 
seen in Japan where the figures fell 
from 100,800,000 to 71,900,000 silver 
dollars in the second half of the year, 
{this contradicting the statement made 
by certain economists, 4hat Japan 
would use all Manchurian product, 
returning manufacturies to the same 
amount. 

Apparently the great decrease in 
‘Manchurian products to Japan is 
‘caused in two ways, one being that 
Sepanese farmers have commenced 
using chemical fertilizers to such an 
extent that they do not, require to 
‘buy Manchurian bean cakes for this 
purpose and the second being the 
Strong campaign of Japanese coal 
owners against the import of Fus' 
coal to Japan. ‘There is an impression 
gaining ground that the Manchurian 
peasants will sow much more wheat, 
fand that wheat will be shipped in 
very considerable quantities to Japan 
‘where it will be ground into four and 
used by the local population instead 
of imported American and Australian 
flour. It is already known that the 
sowings of wheat in the district 
around Harbin have been increased 
this year by 27 per cent, whereas the 
sowings of beans have decreased 























almost to the same figure, this being 
quite a natural result of the felling 
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off in demand for beans by the fore- 
ign markets, 
Buying Capacity Decreased 

Manchuria is naturally an agricul 
tural country and its exports should 
always exceed its imports and there- 
Tore it must be considered that the 
situation as regards imports for the 
second half of 1993 is quite an abnor- 
mal one, and one which is not favour~ 
able to’ the “development of the 
country. 

Tt the agricultural population are 
unable to sell their produce and have 
0 use a considerable part of it (soya 
beans) for fuel, it stands to reason 
that their buying eapacity must de- 
crease and if too large a quantity of 
goods are imported they will have to 
bbe sold at prices below the cost of 
production. 

Tn consequence of the Import 
‘quotas and inereased import duties 
Introduced in the British Empire, 
Holland, France, Australia, ete. 
ceriain Japanese manufacturers have 
lost their former markols and have 
thrown large quantities of thelr goods 
into Manchuria, 

Japanese Goods 

‘There are certain people who 
spread reports staling that Japanese 
‘goods are belng imported into Man- 
churia free of duly, but if this was 
the case there would be no customs 
receipts and as the Manchoukuo gov~ 
ernment is in great need of funds it 
would not be good policy to permit 
The Imports of articles without duty 
of any kind, even though by so°doing 
they could 'be sold very quickly to 
the population, though in such eases 
the manufacturer or middle merchant 
manages to secure the larger share of 
the proftt owing to customs 
duty not being paid. It should be 
noted that trade relations with China 
in 1933 had considerably improved 
‘im comparison with the two former 
years and notwithstanding the fact 
iat the customs tariff is being waged 
fon both sides, It is also noticeable 
that thesimports of British and Ger-

called Manchoukuo was not_men- 
toned during discussions, Japan's 
intention was well understood. "Now, 
for example, if a new member is to 
‘be admittes club, we must sind 
out first, who and what is the new 
member," he said. “Manchoukuo is 
not internationally recognized and 1s 
not known to us. We cannot admit 














the so-called Manchoukuo to tne 
Association. 
Legal Points 
So far as legal points are con- 





cerned, it is a very clear-cut case, Dr. 
‘Wang continued, Japan wanted’ the 
Association to admit Manchoukuo, but 
article 3 of the Constitution of the 
Association says: “A country may 
bbe formally admitted to membership 
and represented in the Association 
at any time on condition and with 
territorial limits as hereafter deter- 
mined, but only by the unanimous 
vote of the, countries eompeising the 
sociation. 

Sooing the futility of getting a 
unarimgus vote,. Japan attempted to 
change the basis of competition which 
Is clearly defined by article 10 of the 
constitution. The article reads: “The 
Far Eastern Athletic Federation 
championship games. shall be con- 
tests between amateur nationals of 
the countries holding membership st 
the Far Eastern Athletic Federation.’ 
Japan proposed an amendment of the 
article by adding the following seven 
words to the clause: “or admitted 
to participate in the games. 

‘Here the question was raised by 
China, Dr. Wang said, as to by whom. 
athletes might be admitted to parti- 
cipate in the games. It is quite clear 
that if the Association is to admit 
new members, @ unanimous vote is 
necessary, as is defined by article 3. 
During the last meeting, China 
adopted the obstruction policy, declar- 
ing’ that should the amendment ve 
brought up for voting, China would 
eave the meeting, which she did. 

‘That the action taken by the 
Japanese and Philippine delegates is 
legal is beyond doubt, Dr. Wang 
stated. ‘The meeting not only lacked 
‘a quorum, but they had no right to 
dissolve the Federation.

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THREE BRITISH ARMS SUGGESTIONS 


Valiant Attempt to Prevent Dissolution of the 
Disarmament Conference 


Geneva, May 30. 


JUpA2s 2 rattent tort 10 prevent the diootation of the Disnrme- 

‘ment Conference, Sir John Simon, the British Foreign Secretary, 
made three definite constructive suggestions at the meeting here this 
afternoon of the General Disarmament Commission. 

‘The Foreign Secretary proposed that the drafts of these agreements 
providing for the abolition of chemical warfare, the publishing of all 
military budgets, and the establishment of a permanent Disarmament 
Commission that would function every day of the year in the interests 


of world peace. 


‘Emphasizing the critical political situation of the world to-day, Sir 
Jobn said, “The difficulties impeding disarmament efforts are endangering 
the whole system of co-operative effort, so essential to the realization of 
the ideals that we are seeking, but we must not forget for a moment 


that we are dealing with reali 


Pointing out that Germany in 
return for permission to re-arm to a 
certain moderate extent had agreed 
to a disarmament delay of five years 
fon the part of the heavily armed 
nations, Sir John declared, “If an 
international treaty is ever to be 
obtained, this German condition must 
be modified or accepted outright. 
We must face this issue. 

“the only thing that matters now 
fs a definite agreement in the inter- 
ests of disarmament. Is there any 
possible way to construct a bridge 
Over the present International differ- 
‘he asked. 
‘ing the course of his address,

this proposal should be carried out,

“In fact," he continued, “the Con- 
ference would be diverted from dis- 
armament and would devise plans 
primarily for security, No disarma: 
ment would be possible along this 
Hine of effort.” 

‘Great Britain, he said, will not 
tend herself to indefinite’ continu 
ance of vague, inconclusive disc 
sions which have so far justiied| 
nothing better than sanguine hopes. 

‘Sir John virtually rejected M. 
Litvinoit's proposal when he declared 
that even the 1924 Security Protocol 
vas dependent upon disarmament and 
‘added that the value of security pacts 
‘always contingent upon the posi 
performance of their signatories. 
“There may be a higher practical 
value of a limited undertaking of a 
security guarantee such as the Locarno 
Pact than some new unlimited world~ 
‘wide assurance.” 

It was recommended by the Foreign 
Secretary that the Conference should 
reconsider the prosed British treaty 
Graft and supplementary suggestions 
submitted by the five small powers 
interested.

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SENTIMENTAL JOURNEY

At the risk of disclosing identity, 
the publication of a holiday feature 
in. to-day’s Magazine Supplement, 
has inspired reference to the fact 
that four years aJB to-day the 
writer of this article set foot in 
England for the first time in 
twenty years. At the time when 
most of the readers will be open- 
ing thelr morning paper to-day, 
four years ago a taxicab was 
speeding through the street of 
Paris, as only a taxi-cab in Paris 
can speed, towards the Gare du 
Nord. A hurried breaktast, a seat 
in the train and-almost before the 
only purchasable magazine had 
been’ entirely consumed it was 
time to board. the steamer at 
Boulogne for Folkestone. 

“Strange,” remarked the steward 
to whom a golden sovereign was 
tendered in payment for something 
cor other, “strange, that’s the second 
quid T've received to-day.” And 
he gave us some change in a plece 
ot paper, and a quantity of silver 
the aspect of which was as shabby 
as its silver content was low. 

‘Away to the north what looked 
like'a low-lying stretch ot cloud 
was watched with all the nostalgia 
that had accumulated through 
years of exile in a foreign and. 
‘The cliffs of England rose, bathed 
in that luminous mist of an English 
summer morning, like, something 
of a dream which all of a sudden 
was becoming a reality, yet still 
hanging on to that  intangibiity 
that years of residence in China 
had endowed it with.

‘Why worry about Folkestone? 
Why worry about anything until 
the last houses of that town have 
been left behind and the glorious 
greens of the countryside, freshen- 
ed, perhaps, by rain overnight—as 
it ‘even England wished to look 
well for the prodigal returned— 
burst upon home-strained eyes in 
ail its ravishing enchantment. No 
well kept lawn in the East can 
ever give the colour of an English 
‘countryside, no trees stand in their 
verdant dignity so erectly as 
those which raise their heads 
beneath the skles of home. Dithyr- 
hambies? Let us admit it at once. 
Who would not rhapsodize now 
‘over those sentiments then so 
keenly felt as to pass the boundary 
of expression in words the spirit 
could not frame. There were 
times when that exquisite shudder 
of the inexpressible coursed up 
and down the back as when the 
mind is impressed with the 
thoughts of immensity which, say, 
St, Paul's conveys. ‘The mind was 
attuned to confer upon the beauti- 
ful all the merits of the sublime, 
and what cause for wonder is 
there in that, when the end of a 
sentimental journey is within the 
reach of minutes? If the country- 
side of England in the carly 
summer is a jewel, what shall be 
suid of the delights with which it 
is so generously studded? The 
question must be asked because 
there is such a danger of rashly 
entering into superlatives which 
once adopted leave so little 
chance of escaping from them. The 
reader might say that he is read- 
ing a description of a state of 
mind instead of a landscape; that 
may be, but that is all a beautiful 
picture ‘does, create a frame of 
mind. But to return to this 
studded jewel. At intervals along 
the swelling Downs little villages 
appear, a medimval steeple con- 
tinues' its century-old task of 
pointing out the route to heaven, 
as if in all humility it was seeking 
to point to a better place than 
England, if such a place there 


could be. The streets of those 
villages are endowed with the 
calm of a British Sunday after- 
noon. A gleam of blue amidst the 
soft red of the brick houses; 
suggests that this emerald is all 
beaizened with turquoise and 
rubies, and yet restrained withal 
as if the young maiden proud of 
her finery were yet a little afraid 
of her own gorgeousness.

‘On May 27, 1905, Admiral Togo had 
been under ‘cover of the Islands at 
‘Tsushima, and with his four battle- 
ships and eight armoured cruisers in 
fone column bore down upon Ad- 
miral Rodjestvensky's two columns 
from the northwest. Concentrating. 
his fire upon the leading Russian ves 
sels he quickly disabled them. 
Several Russian vessels took fire, and 
Rodjestvensky, seeing his fleet being 
driven eastward, changed his course 
to pass the Japanese rear. Togo 
turned about and recrossed the Rus 
sian front, ‘The issue of the battle 
was decided after these simple tacti- 
eal manquvres under heavy fire by 
the end of an hour. At 440 pm. on 
May 27 the surviving Russian vessels 
Girappeared for a time in the south 
{in smoke and fog. At 5.10 pm, many 
Hussian vessels had been Suni, and 
the whole fleet was in disorder. The 
seas were high during the afternoon, 
bot quieted toward nightfall so that

tinue the battle throughout the night 
‘The Russian vessels that survived this 








Saturday night (May 27) were fur-|-

Russian Description 

‘This battle, which crushed the re- 
maining hopes of the army Jeaders, 
‘and hurried on the army and the 
nation to revolution, is thus described 
by Rodjestvensky himself: 

“Our thirty-slx vessels came on in 
ine of two columns. ‘There were 
three detachments, each composed of 
four tronclads. Four cruisers follow- 
ed, and then came five small cruisers, 
‘nine torpedo-boats, and six trans 
ports. 

‘Our twelve battleships were 
tacked by twelve Japanese ironclads. 
During the first half hour our men 
fired pretty well. As a matter of fact 
they had somewhat more experience 
and training than people were pleased 
to admit. Tt was “during this first 
phase of the battle that we 
‘Aletod alk their losses upon the Japa 
neser But our men were suddenly. 
demoralized by the terrible effects of 
{hq Japanese fire, and then all was 
lost. 

'f these same Russian crews had 
ad to deal with Japanese crews of 
equal value at the beginning of the 
war the result would doubtless hat 
been very different. Admiral ‘Too! 
men, all veterans and accustomed. to 
the thunder of battle, remained un- 
affected, continuing their fre with 
composure and riddling with mathe. 
matical precision the Arst ship of 
each of our four columns. In two 
hours the Japanese victory was com- 
plete. One after the other all our 
ships had been disabled. 


Won by the Guns 

“An idea of what our fleet was 
like may be gathered from the dread- 
ful condition of the Orel, which was 
nally captured by the Japanese. But 
the Orel was the last of its column, 
and thus suffered litle in comparison 
with the others. The Japanese vie- 
tory was entirely won by thelr guns 
and the effects of the firing were en- 
tirely different from what had been 
expected. None of our ironclads 
‘were pierced by, shells, but the re- 
peated shock of the projectiles burst- 
ing against them disjointed their steel 
plates. ‘The rivets sprung and the 
water, rushing in by the holes thus 
opened, shifted the centre of gravity 
of the vessels, causing them to upset 
fand sink. One of the greatest dan- 
ers to battleships was shown to be 
the sheet of fire in which they are 
enveloped in consequence of the ex- 
plosion of shells, the paint with which 
everything is covered becoming then 
extremely dangerous. Neither did 
‘our torpedo boats nor the torpedo 
boats of the Japanese play a primary 
part in the battle. But besides os- 
‘ing the ald of these, our small guns 
of thirty-seven to fifty millimeters 
were completely useless. Tt was with 
the powerful guns of our batteries 
that we inflicted thelr casualties upon 
the Japanese, and it was with their 
large calibre’ guns that they destrey- 
ed our fleet. 


First Intentions 


“T had at first intended to proceed

[Unable to manceuvre and with many 
lof thelr guns dismounted, the ships 
were powerless and covered with 
dead, “and by 3 pm. of the 27th 
(May) our fleet had ceased to exist.” 


Wounded Thrown Overboard 


‘The second 2Mcer in command of 
the frst-elass ‘battleship Orel cap-| 
tured by the Japanese said that no| 
ess than one hundred and forty of| 
the hopelessly wounded were thrown| 
overboard into the sea, that about| 
three hundred ‘men of the nine hun~

According to eye-witnesses, the

‘bese vessels concentrated against her 
jand, after sustaining a torpedo boat 
fattack, ‘plunged downward at about| 
}630 in ‘the evening, and was seen| 
Jno more. “Half an hour later the dis- 
membered fleet saw another of its| 
jwarships follow her. This was_the| 
|Oslyabya. ‘The battleship Alexander| 
1H, which escaped destruction during 
the afternoon, was detected by Japa-| 
ese torpedo’ boats after nightfall 
[She was taken by surprise, but flash- 
Jed her searchlights over the water, 
Jand discharged a broadside. ‘The tor 
pedo boats discharged their torpe-| 
does, and in a few moments a great| 
jexplosion occurred, and the battleship 
‘went down. The ironclad, Admiral 
JOushakoff, made a gallant stand. She| 
refused to surrender, and two Jape-| 
nese cruisers reluctantly sunk her. 


Flags Struck 
‘The Dmitrl Donskoi was sunk late| 
Jon Sunday morning, and a prisoner| 
trom her hulk sald that at nine in 
the morning Admiral Rodjestvensky 
Jand over eighty of his staf were on| 
fooard the Bedovi endeavouring 
jeffect thelr escape. The Japanese| 
found Admiral Rodjestvensky in a 
Jsabin of the boat after the ship’ 
Jmen had struck thelr flag. At 3 pm. 
the Russian flagship Nicolat I was| 
signalling the Japanese fleet from 
near the southeast of Er-lung Island 
‘(GMatsu Shima), where | Nebogatof! 
surrendered all’ that remained of the| 
Baltic Fleet. Admiral Enquist had| 
escaped with two vessels to the south, 
Jand ultimately arriving at Manila, the| 
ships were interned there to await 
peace. ‘It was Monday morning be- 
fore the last of the Aahting ships 
sunk. ‘The commander of the only| 
remaining vessel removed his crew, 
[consisting of about six hundred men, 
fashore on Er-lung Island, he was| 
himself badly wounded, but caused 
[his ship to be blown up. 


Flagship’s Plight 

‘The surrender was perhaps the 
Jdeadliest blow Imperial Russian 
nity had ever sustained, and may be| 
Jcalled the greatest military disgrace} 
the Russian throne ever experienced,

‘and the Izumrud, which, however, 
being a swift cruiser, got away to| 
Jdestory herself afterward on the 
rocks beyond Viadivestok. Nebogatoft 
was separated from the main body 
that was formed of the First and 
Second squardrons, and when attack- 
Jed by the main Japanese force made| 
2 tremendous resistance for a time 
fand until he found himself unequal 
to the encounter. 




















‘The Last Moves 


As this appeared a sufficient reason 
for surrender, he hauled down the 
fags and raised the Japanese colours 
fat the signal yards. At this | the 
[Japanese flagship signalled, asking| 
whether the Russians wished to 
render, to which the Russians replied 
affirmatively. Admiral Togo sent an 
Joficer to take possession of the fleet, 
Jwho met Nebogatoft proceeding to| 
|Togo's agship. ‘This Japanese ‘officer 
returned, accompanying the defeated 
commander to the battleship Mikasa, 
Jwhere the details of the surrender| 
were arranged. The Japanese 
colours were raised at each 
ship's topmast, with the Rus- 
sian colours just beneath, and the 
ships under ‘command of Japanese| 
Joftcers were navigated by the Russian 
Jerews into Japanese harbours. 


Like the reduction of Port Arthur, 
the annihilation of the Russian fleet 
fin the * Korean Straits has no 
equivalent in military history. The 
nearest parallel to the battle of the 
Sea of Japan—so named by Togo—is 
the destruction “of the Spanish 
JArmada or the battle of ‘Trafalgar. 
‘By it Russia for the time ceased to 
Joxist as a naval power—the Eastern 
[Empire had carried her mobile navy 
to the hottom of the sea or into 
‘prison harbours. There was not}

AN IMPORTANT WORK 
Marx Luna The Man and his God. 
“By ‘Brian Lunn. Ivor Nicholson 
4 Watson, London. 1276. 
‘Martin Luther was a wonderful 
product of his age. He may not 
ave been so intellectually grand. as| 
Erasmus, but he undoubtedly left a 
much larger mark upon the world. 
He led the mediaeval rebellion 
against the Roman Catholic Church, 
established his own doctrines in Eu: 
rope, where they have since endured, 
and undoubtedly showed the way for 
Henry VII to set up the English 
Church from motives not quite. so 
high as those of the man about 
whom Mr. Brian Lunn so. interest- 
ingly writes. It was a peculiar age. 
‘The original doctrines of the Church 
were being submerged by  discus- 
‘sions of theological niceties the im- 
portance of which at this date and 
age it is a Uttle dificult to appre- 
late. ‘The book commences with 
Luther studying for the priesthood. 
a the Convent of the Augustinian 
‘Eremites at Erfurt holy men debated 
all manner of peculiar problems. 
Many hours of much eloquence were 
spent in considering whether If a 
|goat partook of the holy wafer it did 
fn fact perform the act of communl- 
cation; or, again, long debates would 
take place on “whether the persons.

Under the selfsame  safe-conduct 
with which he had gone to Worms, 
Luther eventually left and sought 
refuge in the Castle of Wartburg 
where again It was not long before 
he was busily engaged in writin 
whlch attracted as much interest 
those which had earlier got him into 
trouble. 

SuMiclent has here been written to 
indicate the importance of this work 
‘and to suggest the value it will un- 
foubtedly be to those interested in 
1@ religious developments of the 
16th century, But Luther was very 
much more than an unorthodox theo- 
login. It would be wrong to. 
describe him as a free thinker in the 
modern interpretation of the word, 
But there is no doubt that hee» 
tended the realms of his thought in 
directions which seem to be astonisn= 
ing anticipations of what the present 
world is thinking. Ile did not ap- 
prove of Henry VII; and if Henry: 
drew a quaint picture of him as di 
voured by a hell hound trom whose 
belly he belched forth vile barkings 
‘against the chief pastor, who called 
hhim back, Luther replies by deserib- 
ing “my Harry" as “the ninny, the

In which the above passage was writ- 
ten has dictated certain unfortunate 
‘occurrences which have taken place 
in Luther's native land during the 
last year or so. And while, perhaps, 
he is not to be blamed for it, there 


tering a spirit which already existed 
‘and which, though it was but recent~ 
ly believed to be dead, has broken’ 
forth into a new and hotter flame. 
By that time the monk had become. 
a parson. He had completed his 
breach with Rome and suffered all 
the spiritual torment which a nature 
such as his was bound to endure in a 
mentally turbulent life. He died 
surrounded by loving friends; and in 
his last prayer, which they recorded, 
spoken with the breath of a dying 
man, there 1s something of his own 
personal humility and, at the same 
time, that spiritual arrogance with 
which he fought the case of reli 
lous reform. Thus, when he died 
was heard to say three times, 
‘Father, into Thy hands 1 commend 
my spirit.” His friend, Jonas, asked 
him, “Revered Father, do you die 
confident in the Christ and the doc- 








{rine as you have preached it?” Lu- 
her answered clearly, "Yes," turned on 
his side and fell into his’ last sleep. 





Perhaps the gentlest thing that this 
very perfect Knight of reform ever 
did in his lite. 

His greatest’ work for humanity’ 
‘was undoubtedly the creation of the 
German Bible, It was waiting for 
the man who should free it from the 
annotators with their crossword puz- 
zles of allegorie, anagogic, tropologic 
Interpretations and give it to the na~ 
tion as something to be “understanded 
by the common people.” He ranks 
bigger in history then either Wycliffe 
or Tyndale, and though he was not 
called upon to make the sacrifices of 
Ridley and Latimer, proved himself 
noble son of the Church as he 
thought it to be; and it is probable 
that the Church has suffered the di 
advantage of not agreeing with his 
views on the subject. 

‘The book is an exceptionally inter- 
esting work. The author makes his 
subject live without resort to those 
fletitious aids of which a large 
number of modern biographers have 
‘availed themselves. ‘That is all to 
the good. For it leaves an impres- 
slon of historical accuracy on a book 
which is as easy to peruse as some 
of the higher flights of recent aus, 
thors—arP-c.

A NEW NOTE 


‘Tae Gosrez or Worsii or The Message 
‘of Redemptive Power Revealed in/ 
Christian Worship. By Richard de| 
Bary. Ivor Nicholson & Watson, | 
London. 6/-. 

During recent years there have 
been a number of books published 
on the subject of worship. The 
‘emphasis in most of these has been 
upon the question how far tradi- 
tional forms of worship meet the 
needs of the modern man. Non- 
liturgical Churches have been’ 
‘engaged in serious searchings of 
heart as to whether they may not, 
be omitting something valuable 
through their lack of anything 
resembling a Prayer Book. At the 
same time, the Mturgical Churches 
hhave been’ not less concerned with 
their traditional ways. Anglicanism 
wished to revise her Prayer Book. 
and there is a growing feeling that| 
the prescribed order of mattins and 
evensong should be made con- 
siderably more elastic in this age of| 
literacy: indeed that there is no 
exeuse | for incurring the grave 
danger of over-familiarity which 
ineessant repetition of the same form 
‘of words inevitably runs. Nor is 
Roman Catholicism content. There 
fs at least one movement urging 
that the Liturgy shall be made 
Junderstandable by the people in all 
its details. 

Some may think these discussions 
are fiddle-playing while civilization 
is burning. Had not the Churches 
better be engaged in urgent political 
‘and economic thinking. in the hope 
(of contributing @ plank or two to 
soclety’s lifeboat? But wiser thought 
will appreciate the fact that the | 
Church's supreme function is to be 
the instrument of man's approach to 
God, Man is a worshipping creature: 
and’ perhaps the world's problems 
would be more hopeful of solution 
were men to-day to dethrone them- 
selves in the worship of the Father 
of Jesus Christ. In any case, as 
Delacroix writes, all religions which 
yhave survived to be recorded in 
history have possessed some kind of 
cult, some way of public worship 
Christianity, if it believes it has 
gospel for the world which is vital 
for the world's salvation, cannot af- 
ford to neglect the activity which so 
far in human history has been the 
necessary means of perpetuating and 
Proclaiming and experiencing reli- 
ious truth, 

‘Mr. de Bary, in the book under 
review, carries the matter even 
further, His contention is that wor- 
ship is one of the great firsts and 
lasts of human nature; that Christ 
was the perfect worshipper, His 
death being the supreme act of wor- 
ship ever offered upon this same 
spirit of selfless adoration, a worship 
which yields satisfactions not other- 
wise to be attained in certainty of 
life's significance and eternal quality. 
‘The book is not easy reading, for 
the author's style is scarcely a 
model of lucidity and his * mind 
ranges over wide fields of history 
for allusions which do not always 
Mlumine the argument for any whose 
European | history was not even 
‘enough to become rusty. The 
publishers say that it sounds a new 
note, a note which is needed in these 
times. And the opening essay in the 
book, which raises the question how 
the modern man can be drawn into 
an atmosphere of worship, led one 

igerly to the following pages. But 
while the promised note certainly. 
rings out, it does so in the midst 
of “2 veritable orchestration of 
sounds. This is not to say the book 
entirely disappoints. On the 
contrary, it is deeply suggestive and 
is wrestling with a point of view, 
whose very unfamiliarity makes it, 
hard to grasp. But it must be con-

Posterity will probably, be more 
interested in Miss Benson's observa 
tions on her friends than in her furni- 
ture and food—that is if the aero- 
iplanes have left the world any poster- 
ity 60 years hence.
